The appendix 
is a ridiculous llt- 


tia organ that seems to be of no 
use so far as we can learn, and yet 
If It Is disturbed by a minute parti- 
ele ot food it can do a whole lot of 
harm. 


A liece of food will get Into and 


rsmfcin in the appendix. It irritates 
the walls, and inflammation speedily 
sets in asi a result of germ activity 


The inflammation causes swelling 


•wtlch In turn interferes with the 
olroulation of the 
blood. 
If 
the 


swelling continues, gangrene or 
a 


death of the tissue of the muscular 
wall lets In. If tiie appendix breaks, 
SI ft oiten'does shortly after the at- 
tfccfc, the poisonous germs of 
in- 


flammation escaps among the coils 
«1 the intestine. These are the rea- 


sons why an attack of appendicitis 
with gangrene and rupture are often 
fatal despite an operation. They are, 
also the reasons why it Is necessary 
to act Quickly before the appendix 
can break and spread the poison. 


Disorders ot indigestion are causes 


ot appendicitis. Haste in eating, In- 
digestible food, lack of proper chew- 
ing and disorders of the stomach all 
tend to this end 


In cases of appendicitis, real 
or 


suspected, there are

IS HARD ON PLOWS 


Begin Pouring Concrete in 


Ten Days. 


Two miles have been graded on the 


Bloomingcon road, from the north end 
of Section 50 near the Flood school 
to the southermost street of Forsyth. 
As a matter of fact very little grad- 
ing is required, there being a cut of 
not more than six Inches to prepare 
the subgrade. 
However, getting rid 


ot that six Inches is somo job of 
grading. Plowing and scraping gutta 
percha is a new experience to the 
McMahon Construction company and 
that is just what this road is after 
repeated oillngs. A five ton cater- 
pillar tractor is used for pulling the 
p,!ow and this has torn up a number 
of plows, making business good for 
the blacksmith shop and garage in 
Forsyth. 
i 
STEVENS CREEK BKIDGE. 


1 The improvement of this road as a 
state aid road several years ago left 
but little to be done in the way of 
grading for the pavement. Some old 
culverts and bridges which were left 
v/flun the state aid work was done 
will' have to be replaced or length- 
ened. The old bridge across Stevens 
creek just north of Decatur near the 
Mound will be replaced with a new 
bridge having a seventy foot span. 
That job will be sublet by the Mc- 
"Mahon company and the contract will 
be closed within the next day or two. 
That bridge must be started at the 
earliest possible moment in order to 
hive it out of the way o£ the grading 
ana concrete work. It will there- 
fore be but 
a short time 
till 
the 


whole of the Bloomington road from 
the city limits to the Flood school will 
be out of commission. 


BEGIN CONCRETE POURING. 


The McMahon 
Construction com- 


pany expects to begin pouring con- 
crete in about ten days. Forsyth will 
b» made- the base of operations and 
the concrete work will start at the 
north end of the section and come 
toward Decatur for the first several 
miles. A force of men is now busy 
putting down the industrial railroad 
which will transport materials from 
the railroad station to the concrete 
mixer. This road is laid on the south 
street of Forsyth to the Bloomington 
road and thence north 
two miles. 


Storage bins for gravel and concrete 
are being erected in the south part 
of the village and cement will be 
taken from the cars. The mixer has 
not arrived yet but it is on the road. 
This is true also of the subgrader 
and some of the other machinery. 


The construction work begins at 


the north end of the section because 
of the easier grades for hauling ma- 
terials in that direction. 
"When the 


completed road is within two or three 
miles of Decatur this city will be 
made the base and the concrete slab 
starting from the city limits will 
push north till it meets the first 
stretch. 


DONE BY NOV. 1. 


This job must be done and out of
